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WHY NOT SIGN THEIR PASSPORT? 


Students for a Democratic Society? ee 

That’s what they call themselves, but their militant, destructive, 
rabble-rousing activities on college and university campuses belies 
their name and the following letter, signed by 16 SDS. members on

movement. We further wish it to be known that no amount of 
legislation will stop us from carrying out our attack on this decadent 
society and all the evils inherent in it: corporate capitalism, 
imperialism, and the military-industrial-university complex. 

“Have members of the legislature forgotten that despite every 
action that Hayakawa took, including the continual presence of an 
occupying army, the strike is still on at San Francisco State. 

“Have members of the legislature already forgotten that despite 
Reagan’s declaration of extreme emergency on the Berkeley campus, 
the strike is gaining momentum, and that two long battles were 
fought between students and police, this despite the fact that even 
the National Guard had been called up? 

“In closing, let us say that it matters not to us how many bills are 
passed, for on the one hand, the unconstitutionality of many will 
only serve to further ridicule the legislature (according to. one 
senator the wording of one bill would; in effect, bar Reagan from 
coming on a college campus), while on the other hand, each of these 
bills has provided us with issues which we can galvanize around. On 
this point we greatly appreciate the help you are giving us. 

“What is the real tragedy, however, is that not one bill has been 
proposed that deals with the cause of the unrest, in the hope of 
preventing situations which you are now hysterically reacting to. 
Then again, elections are coming up in a year and today this seems 
the most profitable way to collect votes - which seems your only 
concern.”

Another helpful garden aid is 
the stuff you work into the soil 
to help control weeds.

OPEN NEW MEAT BUSINESS 


PORTERVILLE A new 
business, the J-R Meat company 
has been opened on west Olive 
by Don Jones and John Roberts, 
with Lee Sunderland as 
salesman, operating as 
provisioners of meat - beef, 
pork, lamb and chicken - to 
restaurants, schools, hospitals 
and other types of institutions 
and~ businesses that serve the 
public. 

The business is housed in a 
new building that is approved, 
along with equipment, by the 
State Department of 
Agriculture, Bureau of Meat 
Inspection. It is the only state 
inspected business of its type in 
Tulare county. 

At present the firm is serving 
the general Porterville area, but 
eventually plans to expand 
county-wide. Building, 
equipment and operation is in 
compliance with the 
“Wholesome Meat Act” that was 
passed by the United. States 
congress in- 1967. 

Actually this act provides for 
mandatory inspection of cut 
meat that is sold to anyone 
except the immediate consumer. 
This is in addition to state and 
federal meat inspection at 
slaughter houses. 

Although operation of the 
business is controlled by federal 
legislation, inspection is handled 
at the state level. Every day an 
inspector from the State 
Department of Agriculture, 
Bureau of Meat Inspection, 

. checks out operations at the 
plant. 

Actually, personnel 
associated with the business 
represents a total of some 93 
years experience in the handling 
of meat. But things are different 
than they were back in 1922, 
when Sunderland went to work 
in a butcher shop - different 
than when Jones started in the 
business some 31 years ago - 
even different than 15 years ago 
when Roberts first started to cut 
meat. 


For instance, under present 
laws, a meat block cannot be of 
laminated wood - the J-R meat 
block is made of plastic. On the 
end of cutting tables is a knife 
sterilizer; hand washer must be 
foot operated; all equipment 
must be of stainless steel; caps 
must be worn at all times; every 
piece -of-meat sold must carry 
the J-R inspection label. 

It’s all aimed at putting 
quality, clean meat products on 
the market - and because of the 
new restrictions, it can be 
expected that other businesses 
of this type will be springing up. 

The J-R Meat company plant 
is located back of the old Jones 
Locker plant on West Olive 
avenue, however, Don Jones, 
who operated this plant for 
many years, is no_ longer 
associated with it. Merle 
Vandeberg is now the operator.
